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V. POLICIES AND OBJECTIVES STATED BY THE KLAN 
Primary Oblectlves 

1. The establishment of an official and regular 
publication in newspaper form for the purposes of educating 
the uninformed masses of the global conspiracy; obtaining 
revenue from the sales of subscriptions, etc.; providing a 
medium for the unification of all Klan groups throughout the 
United States through a regular activity report column focus- 
ing on the efforts of Klan groups throughout the United 
States.
